Paducah’s manufacturing center 
was invaded by lire for the fourth 
time within two years this morning 
early. 

The big saw mill of Frank Rigles- 
herger A. Sons, at 1320 South Third 
street, was destroyed by fire shortly 
Indore 4 o'clock this morning. 

Aaron Rogers, the colored watch- 
man. discovered the (lames and sent 
in the alarm, liolh the department 
from Central and the South bide sta- 
tions under Chief Yoight nnd Assist- 
ant Chief Hilly Augustus, were soon 
on the scene, but the mammoth 
structure was a mass of llames, ami 
it was evident that the most giKnl 
that could lie done was ill saving the 
surrounding prcqierty. 

Watchman Rogers says the fire 
started m ar the boiler room, but he 
is likely mistaken, as this jiortion is 
less burned than any other part, and 
several barrels of oil near by were 
preserved intact. The concensus of 
opinion is that the fire started in the 
blacksmith department. 

A strong wind was blowing from 
the Northwest, ami this is all that 
saved the plautug department. Tin* 
sparks were blown in a|>erfect shower 
of blazing brands iuto tbc extensive 
lumber yard, however, and all that 
prevented its destruction was the 
dampness of the lumber, which was 
thoroughly soaked by yesterday’s 
rain.
